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Tommie s Trek 

PAYING TRIBUTE TO 
A BRAVE UTTLE BOY 


II REPORT by PHILIP IRWIN 

IF you are looking forward to a lazy bank 
holiday weekend, spare a thought for Deb 
Goule from Porthcawl, who will be 
pushing herself to the limit - cycling 
almost 300 miles AND climbing three 
mountains! 

The three-day marathon - cycling from Porthcawl 
to north Wales and then cycling home, pausing ‘only’ 
to climb Snowdonia, Cader Idris and Pen-y-Fan - is 
both a celebration and a ‘thank you’. 

Deb has called it ‘Tommie’s Trek’ and it is a 
celebration because Thomas, the son of her 
neighbours, Paul and Sue Smith, has just recovered 
from major surgery, and six months of intense 
chemotherapy, after he was diagnosed with a 
malignant tumour, on his second birthday. 

It is a ‘thank you’ to all the medical staff who 
looked after Thomas, and especially to the cancer 
charity LATCH - an organisation that Paul and Sue 
simply cannot praise enough! 

Cash raised by Deb’s marathon effort will, of 
course, go to help LATCH continue its work. 

It was on August 27, 2014, the day of his second 
birthday, that the Smith family’s world was turned 
upside down. 

Paul explained: “It was a rare cancer - only 45 per 
year are diagnosed, but it is a fast-growing one and 
that is why everything happened so quickly. 

“Tommie had been having digestive problems for 



a while. He wasn’t eating well and was badly 
constipated.” 

What the family didn’t know was that a tumour - 
the size of a cucumber - had grown behind his spine. 

The paediatrics unit at the Princess of Wales 
examined Thomas and the next day (his birthday) he 
was in UHW Cardiff for tests. 

The following day he had an MRI scan, a biopsy 


and a CT scan. By now, the presence of a cancerous 
tumour around the spine had been confirmed, but Sue 
and Paul were told that doctors had to be sure that it 
was the main one, and not a secondary. 

The tests at least established that it was the only 
cancer present, and chemotherapy started almost 
immediately.

Friends call 
on Assemblx; 

to 'protect 
Welsh music' 


FRIENDS of Bridgend 
Youth Music have 
submitted a petition to 
the National Assembly 
of Wales to urge the 
Welsh Government to 
protect musical tuition 
in Welsh schools. 

“Wales has historically 
been perceived as a 
world-class musical 
nation, globally 

recognised as the first 
country to have its own 
National Youth 

Orchestra,” said Matthew 
Goss, chair of Friends of 
Bridgend Youth Music. 

“As instrumental 
tuition is not considered a 
statutory requirement, 
despite Government 
backing for the benefits of 
music, we have seen the 
axing of financial 


support, not just for 
performance 
opportunities, but also 
possibly for basic 
instrumental tuition. 

“This is not just 
happening in Bridgend, 
but across Wales and the 
pace and potential effects 
are alarming,” he 
stressed. 

In order to reverse the 
decline of youth music in 
Wales, the petition is 
calling for a national 
strategy with “budgets to 
be ring-fenced for 
professional instrumental 
tuition, offering the right 
for children and young 
people of Wales to receive 
an education that 
develops their unique 
personalities, talents and 
abilities to the full.”

Junk mail is 
key to cutting 
waste 


paper 

RESIDENTS are 
being urged to ‘say 
NO to junk mail’ - 
to help cut down on 
the amount of waste 
paper put out for 
refuse collection. 

After it was revealed 
that the average 
household in Wales 
receives 453 pieces of 
unwanted junk mail a 
year, BCBC has teamed 
up with Waste Awareness 
Wales to remind 
residents that they can 
sign up to the Mail 
Preference Service - to 
deregister their address 
from receiving unwanted 
mail. 

“Simply visit 

www.mpsonline .org .uk 
and within three to six 
months you should 
notice a big difference in 
the amount of unwanted 
mail you receive through 
your door,” said Coun 
Phil White, BCBC’s 
cabinet member for 
communities. 

“Over a third of all 


direct mail is discarded 
unopened, so we are keen 
to help promote this 
useful service which lets 
you reduce the amount of 
junk mail coming 
through your letterbox. 

“We would also like to 
remind local residents 
that they can recycle all 
paper, including 

newspapers, magazines 
and envelopes, by 
placing it in one of their 
black recycling boxes 
ready for the weekly 
collection.” 

Residents currently 
recycle 62 tonnes of 
paper every week, which 
is equivalent to the 
weight of three double 
decker buses. 

All of the paper 
collected in Bridgend 
county borough is taken 
to a paper mill where it is 
recycled into newspaper 
in a process that takes 
only seven days. 

However, nearly eight 
tonnes of paper is also 
thrown in the bin for 
landfill each week.

Taya, from North Cornelly, is only eight-years- 
old but from an even younger age has been 
fundraising, raising over £2,000 to date. Her latest 
fundraising was for LATCH after she read a book 
written by a local young cancer sufferer. 

Taya, with the help of her five-year-old sister 
Alea, raised sponsorship for cutting off her hair. 
Then at the Newton Music Festival Tanya cut off 
her long hair and donated it to the Little Princess 
Trust to be used for cancer sufferers. The event 
raised the excellent amount of £740 for LATCH. 

Other long-standing commitment to voluntary 
work and fundraising has included - in addition to 
LATCH - ‘Cots for Tots’, Cancer Research and the 
DEC. 

Taya’s mother, Emma, who put forward Taya’s 
name, is justly proud of her and says that Taya 
shows much bravery and courage. 

Individual Special Award - Ruby Lewis- 
Horsell (prize £50). 

Ruby comes from Pyle and is 14-years-old. 
Despite suffering from an illness which makes life 
difficult for her she never complains but involves 
herself in charity work, partly inspired by the death 
of her young sister some years before Ruby was 
born. 

Her charity work includes raising over £300 last 
year for ‘Touched by Cancer’. She was also a 
founding member of Comelly public events 
committee, helping out at all events including the 
pantomime and carnival and attends all the 
meetings. 

Her mother Janice submitted her name and says 


that Ruby’s fundraising is extra special as she so 
enjoys helping others, even being moved to tears at 
the suffering of people. 

Other individuals recognised for their 
achievements included: 

Highly Commended Individual Award - 
Sarah Huggins of Maesteg (prize £100). 

Sarah, a volunteer with the Bridge Mentoring 
Scheme at Maesteg, comes from a large family and 
has experienced difficult times herself. 

She is a determined young person and wanted to 
help vulnerable young people. Eirst she completed 
the mentoring training and then provided one-to- 
one support for a young girl on a weekly basis. 

This requires a great deal of maturity which she 
showed in dealing with situations and she was 
successful in enabling the young girl she helped to 
make positive changes to her life. 

Angela James of Bridge who put forward 
Sarah’s name says that Sarah has gone the extra 
mile taking on this voluntary work while 
additionally coping with school work, family 
chores and other social demands. 

Not only has she improved the young person’s 
life but has also increased her own confidence and 
her ambition now is to become a social worker. 

Third Prize Individual Award - Chelsea 
Cahill of Maesteg (prize £150). 

Chelsea (16) is from Maesteg and has been 
entered by Gareth Davies, a Bridgend Military 
Preparation College Sports Academy instructor 
who says of Chelsea that she is 16 and has a lot 
more responsibility than is usual for her age, 
helping to care for her mother who suffers from ill 
health and a younger brother and sister. 

Chelsea has been through many bullying 
situations which knocked her confidence. She 
found support in the ‘Bridgend says end Bullying’ 
group and is close to finishing a peer-mentoring 
course which will give her the qualification and 
knowledge required to help people who are in or 
have been in a similar situation. 

She received a Bronze Inspire award from this 
group in November 2014. 

In addition, Chelsea has been a volunteer first 
aider for over seven years, providing first aid cover 
on community events such as karate competitions 
and public parades. She is currently on a BTEC 
level 1 Sports and Active Leisure Course with 
MPCT with an ambition to become a personal 
trainer, so that she can be employed in an active 
job and help people to achieve their own goals 
through sports and fitness. 

Chelsea’s strength of spirit has not only 
successfully enabled her to come through a 
difficult period but has made her determined to 
volunteer and help others.

“Members of the 
RNLI flood rescue team 
had been sent to Devon 
and on the night of 
December 23, news 
came in that a woman 
had been swept from her 
car and into the flooded 
river at Umberleigh. 

“There had been a 
report of calling for help 
in the darkness, she had 
fortunately managed to 
cling onto an 
overhanging branch. 

“With other rescue 
services unable to help 
the casualty, Mrs Glover, 
the RNLI team made the 
decision at 1:51am to 
launch their rescue craft

when Mayor Coun Mike 
Clarke presented each of 
them with an engraved 
town plaque, in 
appreciation for their 
bravery. 

Lifeboat operations 
manager, Philip Mis sen 
said: “It is a great shame 
to lose such an 
experienced helmsman. 
Of course, we will 
continue to see Paul; 
however, his visits to the 
station will be as our 
inspector from now on.

‘Young people vital to 
the recruitment of 
mental health nurses’ 


HAVING a say in who provides 
their care has become a part of the 
treatment of young people with 
mental health difficulties by 
CAMHS, the specialist Child and 
Adolescent Mental Health Service. 

Young people are now involved in 
interviewing prospective staff 
members at Ty Llidiard in Bridgend 
which provides mental health 
treatment in a hospital setting for 
children and young people with serious 
mental illness. 

The head of nursing at CAMHS, 
Julie Cude, said the initiative was 
introduced to ensure children felt 
involved in their care and that staff 
with the right skills and attitudes were 
recruited. 

“Needing mental health treatment in 
hospital can be a frightening prospect 
for young people so we try to do 
everything we can to lessen that and 
make the environment as friendly as 
possible. 


“At Ty Llidiard we care for young 
people who often need to stay in for a 
significant period of time and it’s vital 
for their long term recovery that they 
have staff they feel comfortable with 
and can trust. 

“Having young people on the 
interview panels for new staff has been 
a great success and they have made 
some very good decisions on who to 
appoint! For them, what’s important in 
a nurse is someone they can talk to and 
who they feel they can relate to. 

“Patients themselves have also 
initiated nominating a ‘nurse of the 
week award’, which involves young 
people choosing a nurse on a weekly 
basis who they feel has “gone above 
and beyond” their role and 
responsibilities in their care. 

“This initiative has had a positive 
impact on nursing morale, and 
enhanced the therapeutic relationship 
between the nursing team and the 
young people they care for”.

Beware phone scam 
which offers refund 


HOUSEHOLDERS 
are still being 
targeted by 

companies offering 
‘refunds’ to them as 
a means of getting 
their bank details. 

Last year. The GEM 
reported how a couple in 
Barry had been contacted 
by people claiming to 
work for the ‘Water 
Board’ and saying they 
were due a refund 
because they had been 
over-charged on water 
drainage. 

They gave their bank 
details, only to get 
suspicious and inform 
their bank - which took 
action to make sure 
nothing was taken out of 
their account. 

Mrs Susan McAteer 
from Rhoose told The 
GEM that she had a 
similar experience last 
week. 

“I got a call from 
someone claiming to be 



from the water board and 
saying that I was due a 
refund for drainage. They 
said it could be as much 
as £900. 

“I later heard a similar 
thing had happened to 
my neighbour and a 
woman I met on 
Greenlinks.” 

The company 

operative offering a 
‘refund’ said she needed 
bank details as proof of 
who paid the bills. The 
woman said a survey 


would be carried out to 
ascertain exactly how 
much would be refunded. 

Mrs McAteer tried to 
phone the company back 
and got a recorded 
message indicating that 
the voicemail box was 
full. 

She became 

suspicious, contacted her 
bank to ensure nothing 
was debited from her 
bank account and 
informed the police. 

If people do get a 
suspicious call, they can 
report the matter to the 
police by dialling 101.

All young people are welcome to 
use the facility which also boasts an 
outdoor skate park, BMX track and 
multi-sports court. Inside they offer 
internet access, pool, arts/crafts and 
much more. 

Staff from the Hendre Group, which 
includes Hafod Housing Association, 
Hafod Care Association and Hafod 


Corporate Services, carried out 
improvement works both inside and 
outside the centre including installing a 
new kitchen, brightening up the foyer 
and activity rooms with new paint, 
replacing and painting the garden 
fence, laying bark in the play area and 
general garden maintenance.

The council was taken to a judicial 
review by a parent over its plans to 
close the school and transfer the pupils 
to a new school to be built at Betws. 
The court ruled in favour of the parent 
and quashed the council’s decision to 
close Tynyrheol. 

BCBC has also denied that 
councillors have been told informally 
that the cost will be £340,000. They 
say that they have no indication of 
what the figure will be. 

Suzy Davies has also attempted to 
find out what costs BCBC incurred 
paying for its side of the case. 

She asked the council in an earlier 
Eol how many hours officers spent 
working on the council’s case for the 
High Court. She was told the council 


did not hold this information. 

She then submitted a follow-up Eol 
asking how the council would have 
calculated what its own costs were if 
they had won the case. 

She was told, in the most recent 
response, that the council would have 
drafted a bill of costs to reflect the 
internal costs and also external legal 
costs. As the council lost the case, this 
exercise has not been carried out. 

Suzy Davies said: “I find it hard to 
believe that the council has no idea 
what costs it incurred in preparing its 
case for the High Court. Whatever the 
figure, this is money no longer 
available for services we would expect 
the council to spend money on. 

“Council taxpayers are entitled to 
know how much this sorry affair has 
cost them. BCBC made mistakes in the 
way it handled the consultation into the 
school closure. 

“Welsh Government rules were 
there to help the council and it was in 
order for residents to challenge the 
council for not following them. 

“It looks like plans for additional 
Welsh medium school places will be a 
casualty of this, but what else has also 
lost out?” 

The GEM asked BCBC to comment 
but, at the time of going to press, a 
response had not been received. 


Company plans 
‘exploratory drilling’ 
at Merthyr Mawr 


THE inevitably- 
linked issues of 
exploratory drilling 
and fracking are in 
the news again after 
a company applied 
for an 

environmental 
permit to drill in 
Merthyr Mawr. 

The proposed site, off 
Tyla Lane, is half a mile 
from the village of 


Merthyr Mawr and over 
a mile away from the 
famous sand dunes. 

The company behind 
the application. Coastal 
Oil and Gas, has 
stressed the exploratory 
nature of the operation, 
and says that it does not 
involve fracking. 

The company has 
previously said that the 
drilling will build up a 
geological map of the 
area, which will inform 


any future applications 
to extract shale gas, 
either by conventional 
means or through 
fracking. 

The decision will be 
made by Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC), which has 
granted planning 
permission for the 
exploratory drilling. 

An environmental 
permit is the next stage 
in the process. 


Coety Primary School 
starting to take shape 


AN important milestone in the 
creation of the new £7.3m 
Coety Primary School has 
been celebrated with a 
‘topping out’ ceremony held to 
mark the highest point of the 
building’s construction being 
reached. 

The state-of-the-art new school is 
being built within the Parc Derwen 
housing development less than a mile 
away from the current school and is 
due to open in November. 

Coety pupils have played an 


important role in helping their new 
school take shape, and a group of the 
school’s ‘Construction Ambassadors’ 
took part in the topping out event. 

Coun Huw David, BCBCl’s 
Deputy Leader said: “The new Coety 
Primary School is part of the third 
phase of our school modernisation 
programme, and it is exciting to see 
the progress that has been made at the 
site less than a year since building 
work began.”

LATCH going to benefit 
from the Tommie Trek

The surgery to remove the 
tumour needed careful planning, 
in case it had invaded the spine, 
and this operation was performed 
at Bristol Children’s Hospital. 

It was during this incredibly 
stressful period that LATCH 
proved an enormous help. Paul is 
an exercise physiologist at 
Cardiff Metropolitan University, 
and Sue is a teacher at St Clare’s 
School, Porthcawl. 

Thomas’ older sister, 11-year- 
old Emily, goes to the same 
school, and the logistical 
problems of being at the hospital 
while Thomas was being treated, 
while still looking after Emily, 
meant that both parents needed a 
great deal of time off. 

Sue said: “LATCH does so 
much more than help fund 
paediatric equipment at the 
hospital - although that is vital. 

“We had help with overnight 
accommodation when Thomas 
was in hospital, and even help 
with parking, because parking 
fees are huge and you can’t afford 
to park there overnight. 

“We had help from social 
workers and support workers to 
cope with financial and practical 
problems”. 

There were further 
complications which no one 
could have foreseen. 

Paul explained: “When 
Thomas was diagnosed, we were 
having a kitchen extension done. 

“As Thomas’ treatment 
continued, and it was time for 
him to come home between bouts 
of chemo, the consultant 
explained that his immune system 
was weak due to the treatment, 
and that dust from building work 


could be a real problem”. 

It was made quite clear that he 
could not come home until the 
work was complete, so Paul and 
the builder had to work 20-hour 
days to get the house into a state 
where Tommie could come home. 

When he did come home, it 
was a great relief to all. Deb’s son 
Joe is Thomas’ best friend and 
they were soon playing together 
again as if there had been no 
interruption. 

There was an even greater 
relief a few months ago when 
Thomas was pronounced cancer 
free. He will, of course, continue 
to be monitored on a monthly 
basis until he is 18, and less 
frequently after that. 

Despite their ordeal, Paul and 
Sue know far more about cancer 
than they ever expected to know, 
and they regard themselves as 
“lucky” because Thomas’ cancer 
was a treatable one. 

They remain deeply grateful to 
all the LATCH staff. They fondly 
remember the nurses who played 
with Thomas as a way of 
explaining how he would be 
treated - introducing him to 
‘Chemo Duck’ - a toy duck that is 
fitted with the same IV lines that 
Thomas needed. 

Very recently, the family was 
invited to the opening of the latest 
extension to the Children’s 
Hospital in Cardiff - funded by 
the Welsh Government and the 
Noah’s Ark Appeal. 

Sue commented that LATCH 
was still playing a vital role, 
supplying the Paediatric 
Oncology ward with essential 
medical equipment. 

She said: “In return we wanted 
to raise money for LATCH so 


other families can benefit from 
similar support, help and advice 
“We have already received 
donations and had a charity 
evening in the Ancient Briton, 
Newton, which raised nearly 
£3,000, with the help of local 
businesses that donated prizes for 
the raffle. 

“We would like to raise a lot 
more for this amazing charity that 
helped our family and many other 
families in the same position.” 

Which brings us - and this is 
definitely a case of last, but not 
least - to Deb. She is a runner 
rather than a cyclist, so she is 
unsure how she will react to the 
challenge of combining cycling 
and then walking (and 
occasionally running) up three 
mountains. 

Paul, and Deb’s husband, Tom, 
will be her support team and 
Paul, with his knowledge of 
exercise physiology, is not 
entirely reassuring. 

He said: “Deb is going to be 
working her muscles in three 
different ways - on the bike, 
going uphill, and coming down. 

“In many ways, running 
downhill can cause more 
problems than the other two. She 
should be alright as long as she 
keeps moving, but if she rests too 
long and the muscles stiffen up - 
it could be tough then! ”

G oing back to Westminster is a 
lot easier than being elected for 
the first time: imagine a school 
where every five years the staff have to 
be voted back in. 

At the start of term, there would be teachers 
clearing out their classroom, removing all of their 
lesson plans, deleting information about pupils and 
facing life having suddenly lost their job. 

At the same time, a group of newly-qualified 
teachers are arriving at the school, they don’t know 
how to write a lesson plan, don’t know the pupils, 
or have anywhere to live or a classroom to work 
from. 

Imagine the chaos. Well that’s what it was like 
in Westminster this week. 

The new MPs have no security passes, so are 
limited as to where they can go and don’t know 
where anything is or what to look for. 

They are welcomed by being given a locker key. 
They are then shown the members’ centre in 
Portcullis House, which is where the lockers and a 
few rows of shared computers are based. The 
room is small and there are not enough computers 
for all of the new members to use. 

The next task is to obtain the security pass they 
will wear for the next five years and without which 
they will find themselves being constantly stopped 
by security staff asking who they are. 

One of my staff told me he was being given 
strange looks by security staff who wanted to 
check if he was a new MP. He is 25, so it is not just 
police officers who seem to get younger every 
year. 

Life is not as difficult as it used to be, because 
most people arrive with their own mobile phone 
and iPad so they can at least communicate with the 
outside world. 

New members can be identified by the slightly 
startled look on their faces, they made it through 
the election and that was the easy part. Now there 
is finding staff, learning the job, learning the 
complex rules and systems of Westminster and, 
hopefully, one day, getting an office and a 
computer. 


If you have returned and are part of the 
Government party, then you were probably 
hanging on to the mobile phone hoping for a call 
from Number Ten. The offers of jobs have no 
connection to skills and abilities. A defence and 
foreign affairs expert has gone to the Department 
for Food and Rural Affairs. 

This week for me was about opening up all of 
the office cupboards and getting out the locked- 
away files and getting the computer working again. 
The latter job took two days; the parliamentary IT 
system is at best cranky and painfully slow. The 
new security pass is in place, the office running 
and lots of hellos said to new and returning 
members. 

Part of the problem in these first weeks is that 
there is no timetable. You arrive in Westminster 
and have no idea what you will be able to achieve 
or how long you need to stay. 

Next is the election of Speaker and the 
swearing-in of members. Until you have taken the 
oath of office you cannot speak in the Chamber. 

Getting in ahead of everyone else for the new 
intake could make all the difference if you are ever 
to become the Father (or one day. Mother) of the 
House, a title given to the longest-serving MP. 

Several MPs may be from the same year’s 
intake but one may have been sworn-in minutes 
before the others. 

The swearing-in process involves a lot of 
hanging around the tea room or library waiting for 
your year of entry to be called to take the oath. 
You form an orderly queue then choose the 
religious book you wish to use and read the oath or 
affirm it. 

It is always a moving moment. Up until the 
oath, the focus has been on the political party, the 
campaign, reaching the election goal. The oath 
brings the seriousness of the business, the 
responsibility to the country and to history into 
place. 

Once back in Wales, there was plenty to do. 
Helping to celebrate the safer routes to school and 
the bike shed in Cornelly Primary came first. This 
lovely school has embraced walking, cycling and 
scooter riding at the start and end of the day. 


The pouring rain of Thursday gave way to 
sunshine on the Friday for the Sandy Bay beach 
clean-up with Keep Wales Tidy. 

Over 40 volunteers collected more than 100 
bags of rubbish from Sandy and Trecco Bays. A 
mixture of marine wildlife risks from fishing line 
and plastic which could look like fish food, to food 
waste such as bottles, cans, straws to dog mess 
neatly tied up in black plastic bags.

Topping-out involves hoisting a tree to the highest 
point of the school and shouting loudly. 

The shouting drives out evil spirits and the tree 
provides a home for good spirits. The tree will 
now be planted in the grounds of the school to keep 
the good spirits on site. The topping-out ceremony 
also coincided with Coety councillor Ella Dodd’s 
80th birthday so we all sang Happy Birthday (in 
English and Welsh). I also enjoyed attending 
Ella’s birthday party the next evening in the 
village. 

Finally, a thank you to all of those who 
supported my return to Westminster, enabling me 
to keep writing this column.

WAITING LISTS FALL 
IS WELCOMED, BUT... 


REGIONAL Conservative AM, 
Andrew RT Davies, has 
welcomed a drop in the number 
of patients from Cardiff and the 
Vale of Glamorgan waiting over 
36 weeks to start treatment. 

He praised the hard work and 
dedication of Welsh NHS staff. 

However, he added that Wales-wide, 
around one in seven remain on a Welsh 
NHS waiting list: “That figure stands 
at 418,382 compared to just over 


200,000 when Carwyn Jones became 
First Minister in 2009.” 

In Cardiff and Vale health board 
area, the number of patients waiting 
over 36 weeks to start treatment fell in 
March from 5,014 to 2,378. 

Mr Davies commented: “The 
improvement we have we have seen 
here in Cardiff and the Vale over the 
last month is welcome, but there are 
still too many patients facing long, 
unnecessary and potentially painful 
delays for treatment. In March, 2,378

^New trial strengthens case for 
ovarian cancer screening nurse 


A former palliative care 
nurse says a trial which 
showed regular blood tests 
can detect a huge 
percentage of ovarian 
cancers before women 
would normally be 
diagnosed, strengthens the 
case for screening in Wales 

The nurse, who cared for 
dozens of people across the Vale 
and Cardiff and wishes to remain 
anonymous, wants to see a 
national screening programme. 

She said: “If we want early 
diagnosis, they have to screen 


early.” 

The UK Collaborative Trial of 
Ovarian Cancer Screening 
performed blood tests every year 
on post-menopausal women 
across 13 NHS Trusts. A total of 
86 per cent of ovarian cancers 
were picked up. 

The nurse said: “The trial is 
fantastic news and strengthens 
the case for screening. It took 14 
years and involved more than 
46,000 women. The CA125 blood 
test is a simple ‘pinprick test’ 
and not too costly. ” 

The symptoms of ovarian 
cancer are pelvic or abdominal 
pain (a woman’s tummy and 


below); increased abdominal 
size, persistent bloating; difficulty 
eating or feeling full quickly; 
needing to wee more urgently or 
more often than usual. 

Occasionally, there can be 
other symptoms, such as changes 
in bowel habits, extreme fatigue, 
unexplained weight loss or loss of 
appetite. 

A total of 7,000 women 
throughout the United Kingdom 
are diagnosed with ovarian 
cancer each year - in Wales 387 
are diagnosed, and around 233 
lose their lives.

The audience was treated to 
two outstanding soloists in Sian 
Meinir, a singer from north Wales 
now residing in Penarth and 
David Horvat, a 17-year-old from 
Serbia, who is presently studying 
at the Yehudi Menuhin School for 
talented musicians in Surrey. 

Ms Meinir’s rich mezzo- 
soprano voice gave Just the right 
colour to Wagner’s music and she 
had enough vocal power to easily 
cope with the demands that the 


orchestra put on her. Her 
understanding of the emotional 
nature of the poems made the 
interpretation very moving. 

David Horvat’s virtuosic 
technical ability was never in 
doubt in his performance of the 
hair-raising feats demanded in the 
Carmen Fantasie by Franz 
Waxman. He then went on to 
amaze the audience with an 
encore for violin alone by 
Paganini. His Variations on ‘God 
Save the King’ have to be heard 
and seen to be believed, 
containing as they do, almost 
every possible technical dijficulty 
imaginable. 

The orchestra accompanied 
both soloists with appropriate 
support, whilst still enjoying their 
role to the full. Their next concert 
will be in December.

When The GEM 
contacted the Vale 
Council last week 
regarding her situation, 
officials confirmed they 
were working to try and 
resolve the situation. 

Tracey invited Mr 
Cairns to the house late 
last week. 

Mr Cairns said: “I 
have to say walking into 
a child’s bedroom to find 
a gaping hole was 
shocking. I appreciate 
that the local authority 
has a process to go 
through, but I would 
hope that when the 
number of health 
conditions that Tracey 
suffers with is considered 
- rehousing the family to 
a property that suits their 
needs can be made an 
absolute priority.” 

He added: “The Vale 
Council has a major 


undertaking in 

maintaining council 
properties, but the 
fundamental role of 
ensuring properties are 
protected from 

subsidence should be of 
the utmost importance.” 

Although some 
individuals do have 
issues with housing, the 
Vale Council is in the 
midst of a huge upgrade 
to its housing stock and 
has committed to 
spending £20million 
over the next two years. 
Its aim is to improve and 
repair the exterior of 
houses and achieve the 
Welsh Housing Quality 
Standard. 

Vale Council ojficials 
explained last week they 
had hoped to move the 
family out of the house 
to temporary 
accommodation while a 
survey was carried out. 

A spokesman 
explained: “In order to 
identify the exact nature 
of the structural fault, 
and the remedial action 
required, building 
surveyors requested that 
the tenant be 
temporarily moved to 
enable a more intrusive 
survey.

in the title role. Subtitled 
Fury Road, it sees Max 
forced to team up with 
Furiosa (Charlize 
Theron) as they 
shepherd a group of 
women called ‘The 
Wives’ away from the 
grip of Immortan Joe 
(Hugh Keays-Byrne), 
the ‘husband’ who wants 
his ‘wives’ returned, no 
matter what the cost... 

Given that it’s taken 
George Miller nearly 16 
years to get this iteration 
of Mad Max onto the big 
screen (the hold up due 


shoulders; after all, if 
you spent 16 years of 
your life intent on 
making something, then 
you would hope it would 
be good. 

It is an expectation 
that it smashes with the 
sort of carefree, carnage- 
filled abandon you 
would expect. Fury 
Road not just 
reinventing the character 
of Max for a new 
century and audience, 
but also delivering 
thrills, spills and no little 
reckless destruction, 
superbly orchestrated 
and directed by Miller. 


It follows a basic

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Point-to-Point Blast From The Past — 1989 


THIS week, The GEM^s Brian Lee 
takes a loolc at his press clippings 
scrap book for 1989, the year that 
Cowbridge farmer John Llewellyn 
notched-up his 200th winner and 
Llancarfan farmer^s son Evan 
Williams his first win between-the- 
flags. 

NDER the heading ‘A 
First For Fvan’ my 
report in a Sunday 
newspaper read: ‘Fvan 
Williams of Llancarfan, notched 
up his first winner in only his 
second ride in the first division 
of the restricted open at the 
Llangibby point-to-point 
steeplechases on his father’s 
ten-year-old Cuckoo MillJ 

Cuckoo Mill, a 6-1 chance won by 12 
lengths from Matt Mulcahy in a field of 
11 runners. John Llewellyn, as it 
happened, took the second division on 
Remember Dewi, the horse which gave 
him his 200th win. 

Under the heading ‘History Man 
Llewellyn’ this is what I had to say: 

‘Cowbridge farmer John Llewellyn 
made Welsh point-to-point history at the 
Brecon Hunt Steeplechases when 
notching up his 200th winner on Keith 
Huntley’s Remember Dewi (maiden 
division 1). Llewellyn, aged 42, who 
needed three to join the four English 
riders who have ridden 200 winners, 
went one better and landed his first 
four-timer.’ 

Llewellyn also won the men’s open 
division 1 on Solid Oak, a division of 
the restricted on Goose Green and the 
second division of the maiden on LC 
Monro. St Athan’s John Thomas took 
the second division of the open on 
Castle Shepherd and the Vale’s Kevin 
Cousins a division of the restricted on 
Sparkling Lord. 

At the South Pembrokeshire, 18-year- 
old Joanne Eddy from Porthcawl and a 


nurse at Bridgend Hospital landed her 
first win when winning the adjacent on 
Norman Jones’ Luchgello. 
(Unfortunately this clipping has been 
tom, so I cannot read what I said about 
her. Perhaps Joanne still has a copy of 
my report? If so, it would be nice to 
hear from her). 

What I do know is that Luchello was 
an 8-1 chance and beat the favourite 
Reay Royal. Two other Vale riders who 
had winners at the meeting were 
Jonathan Tudor, who won the second 
division of the maiden on Cheek Major 
and John Llewellyn who took the first 
on Earthbound. 

I was invited to attend a meeting of 
point-to-point bookmakers at the Crest 
Hotel in Cardiff and my report read: 
‘Heated arguments about allowing 
English bookmakers to stand at Welsh 
point-to-points broke out between 
bookmakers when 30 of them - mostly 
Welsh - met at the Crest Hotel in 
Cardiff recently, with the aim of 
forming the South and West Wales 
Point-To-Point Bookmakers 
Association. 

‘Betting without the favourite, double 
sized betting boards and the availability 
of pitches were other topics that had the 
gentlemen of the turf hot under the 
collar.’ 

‘Cardiff bookmaker John Lovell said: 
“The formation of the association would 
bring Wales into line with all the other 
areas in the country and would be of 
mutual benefit to all concerned.” 

John, who was responsible for 
bringing computerised betting to Great 
Britain was later killed in a motoring 
accident. He is still sadly missed and 
his son James has taken over his role. 

‘Butcher Brings Home The Bacon’ 
was the heading under my report on the 
Monmouthshire meeting. I wrote: 
‘Bridgend butcher Jonathan Tudor, aged 
24, is certainly bringing the bacon home 
these days. On Eriday he was 
successful on his uncle’s St Helen’s Boy 


in a hunter chase at Ludlow and on 
Saturday he scored an impressive win 
on Gwyn Davies’ Jimsleeves in the 
second division of the maiden race at 
the Monmouthshire Hunt Point-To-Point 
steeplechases. In the winners’ enclosure 
after the race, Mr Davies praised 
Jonathan for giving his mare a super 
ride. The former Cowbridge rugby 
player is making quite a name for 
himself and is enjoying his best season 
since he notched up his first winner six 
years ago. 

Jonathan also won a division of the 
maiden on Jimsleeves. The large crowd 
had 38 bookmakers in attendance to 
choose from and racecards were soon 
sold out. Andrew James had a double 
with Dashalong and Crumpet Catcher 
and Karen Bryan, now wife of leading 
Welsh trainer Peter Bowen, won the 
ladies’ open race on Green Blossom. 
‘Brilliant Angela Grabs Verdict’ was the 
heading on my report of the Pentyrch 
meeting, which read: ‘Angela Rucker, 
aged 24, rode a brilliant finish on her 
own Powerless to land the Western Mail 
Ladies’ Open at the Pentyrch Hunt 
point-to-point meeting. 

‘The former hurdler was third over 
the last fence, but got up to win by a 
head. It was even closer in the Welsh 
Point-To-Point Grand National over 
four miles. Katesville, ridden by Tim 
Jones, finished strongly to dead-heat 
with the 1988 winner. Knock On The 
Head.’ 

The races are held on land owned by 
Mr and Mrs Rhys Williams and their 
Scottish Grand National winner, Roll-A- 
Joint, was paraded in the ring. Tim 
Jones was also successful on Suikerbos 
(Members), and Matt Six (Maiden 
division 1) and St Athan’s John Thomas 
won a division of the maiden on Willow 
Wood. It was also the year that John’s 
grandfather Jack Thomas, a stalwart of 
the Glamorgan Hunt, who had his first 
win on Black Peter at the Pentych Hunt 
Point-To-Point in 1929, sadly died. He 


had been involved in the sport for 60 
years. 

These days, Emily Jones is well 
known in horse racing circles and has 
ridden winners on the flat, over hurdles, 
over jumps and has been a successful 
Arabian horse racing competitor - but 
back then, she was unknown. Under the 
heading ‘Emily Leads Men Merry 
Dance’ I reported: ‘Emily Jones, aged 
17, led her male rivals a merry dance 
when landing the second division of the 
maiden at the Glamorgan Hunt Point- 
To-Point Steeplechases on her mother’s 
Come On Sonny. 

‘Emily - the only female rider in the 
race - made every yard of the running 
on 10-year-old Come On Sonny who is 
qualified with the Tredegar Earmers’ 
Hunt. Emily was having only her fourth 
ride in a point-to-point and judging by 
the way she handled her mount further 
success should soon be coming her 
way.’ 

There were wins for John Thomas, 
who won the members’ on Tom Penny 
and the second division of the restricted 
open on Sally Haven. John Llewellyn 
won the men’s open on Remember Dewi 
after Tim Rooney’s mount, the unbeaten 
Sir Noddy, took a tumble at the third 
fence and Phil Williams had a lucky win 
on Sucre Noire in the first divsion of the 
maiden. 

A notable racegoer at this meeting 
held at St Hilary was former world 
marathon record holder Steve Jones. He 
was recovering from a leg injury and 
joked that he had damaged a fetlock. 

The unluckiest rider at the Llandeilo 
Earmers’ meeting was John Thomas 
who had a brand new jacket stolen from 
the jockeys’ tent. It was at this meeting 
that Tim Jones rode a brilliant finish on 
Percy Thomas’ Nortons Coin to win the 
adjacent by a length from the strongly- 
fancied One For Mammy. Nortons 
Coin, as we all know, went on to win 
the 1990 Cheltenham Gold Cup at odds 
of 100-1. 


‘Second Could Win By A Nose’ was 
the heading under my report which 
read: "Mistress Rock the Gwent point- 
to-pointer, who finished a distant second 
to Jymario in the women’s open race at 
the Llangeinor Hunt Steeplechases 
earlier this year, could be awarded the 
race. Jymario’s owner, Mr Bill 
Howells, has found himself at odds with 
the Jockey Club for rubbing Vicks on 
his horse’s nose to prevent it catching a 
cold before the race. 

‘Vick’s is camphor-based and 
camphor has been used in the past to 
conceal forbidden drugs adminstered to 
horses. The Jockey Club’s dope testing 
unit turned up at St Mary Hill 
racecourse near Bridgend on the day 
Jymario led from start to finish to win 
by a street from Mistress Rock with 21- 
year-old Anabel Butler in the saddle. 
After the race, the dope testing unit took 
a blood sample from the 11-year-old 
bay gelding Jymario, which proved 
positive. A Jockey Club inquiry is due 
to decide on the issue.’ 

And finally, I had a dig at some 
owners when I wrote: ‘The biggest 
disappointment of the season came in 
the members’ race at the Gelligaer 
Earmers’ meeting when Bernard 
Llewellyn’s Merry Tom was allowed a 
walk-over. 

‘Mr Llewellyn would be the first to 
admit that Merry Tom is no world 
beater, yet three other Gelligaer Earmers 
horses - Likely Tale, Penny Kiron and 
Hillgate Lady - ran in other races which 
they had no chance of winning, rather 
than take him on. This lack of 
forethought denied the paying 
customers a race of sorts. Let us hope 
members of the hunt will get their act 
together in time for next year.’
